They have been replaced on the shelf, which they 
should never have guitted. They have been, for 
some days, communicated to everybody who de- 
sired them, and, in particular, to your sincere cor- 
respondent, in the same manner as all the other 
works previously delivered tohim.

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RECENT GERMAN PUBLICATIONS. 


Licentiate RvupotF Baxmany, of Bonn University, 
has undertaken an important work on the Popes: 
“Die Politik der Piipste von Gregor I. bis Gregor 
VIL.’’ (The Policy of the Popes from Gregory I. 
to Gregory VII.), published by R. L. Friderichs, 
of Elberfeld. The present is the first instalment, 
and is divided into three parts, the Introduction, 
and First and Second Books. In the Introduction 
the characters of the pre-Constantine Age are treat- 
ed in outline. Then follow Constantine and his 
successors, after which we have The Antithesis be- 
tween Ancient and Modern Rome, The Fall of the 
Western Roman Empire, The Schism of Acacius, 
The Prosperity and Fall of the East Goths, Justin- 
jan, and the Invasion of the Langobardians. The 
first book covers the ground between Gregory I. 
and Gregory II., therefore between the years 590- 
715. This part of the work is divided into four 
chapters. The second book discusses The Papal 
Policy at the Time of the Controversy on Pictures 
and of the Carlovingian Dominion (A.D. 715-858). 
The present part of the work comes down to Bene- 
dict III. Almost every page abounds in learned 
notes, which the critical scholar will take more 
pleasure in than the general reader. There is little 
time or space occupied in reflections and conclu- 
sions. The author’s method is to give the history | 
as faithfully and succinctly as possible, and then | 
leave the reader to draw his own inferences. We} 
shall await the conclusion of the work with interest, | 
and then probably will have something more to say | 
of it as a whole. 

The same publisher is proceeding rapidly with | 
his “‘ Theologisches Universal-Lexikon zum Hand- | 
gebrauche fiir Geistliche und gebildete Nichtthec- | 
logen” (Universal Theological Lexicon for the Use | 
of Clergy and Educated Laymen). The articles | 
are prepared with care, all of them are brief, and | 
those of a biographical and literary character are | 
specially commendable for the bibliography con- | 
nected with their subjects. 

From the Catholic press of Herder (Freiburg in 
the Breisgau) we have new editions of two element- | 
ary works on the study of the Hebrew language :| 
“ Rudimenta Lingue Hebraice Scholis Publicis et | 
Domestice Discipline brevissime accommodata,” 
and“ Kurze Auleitung zum Erlernen der hebriiischen 
Sprache fiir Gymnasien, und fiir das Privatetu-| 
dium.’’ Both of them are by the same author, Dr. 
C. H. Vosen, who evidently has made excellent use | 
of his experience as a teacher of the Hebrew lan- 
guage. As the titles of the two works indicate, 
they are essentially the same, one being in Latin | 
and the other in German. The arrangement is very 
simple, and, with but slight aid from an instructor, 
the student can master the language from them 
alone. Weshould be glad to see an English trans- | 
lation of the little German volume. 

Herr Herder has also published a new edition of | 
Dr. Alzog’s “ Sancti Patris Nostri Gregorii Theologi |

May 28, aged 33. The deceased served his appren- 
ticeship with Messrs. W. & R. Chambers, the emi- 
nent Edinburgh publishing firm, and afterwards 
filled positions of trust in several other houses, 
everywhere gaining the confidence of his employers 
by his industry and intelligence. Some five years 
since he came to this country for the purpose of 
opening 2 branch establishment in New York for 
Messrs. Strahan & Co. of London. This was after- 
wards closed, when he accepted the appointment 
in which he remained until his death. The cha- 
racter which he had obtained among the English 
trade was amply endorsed by all who had dealings 
with him in America. 

Died, June 18, at his residence, New York, HENR¥ 
Jarvis Raymoyp, aged 49, founder and chief editor 
of the “‘ New York Times.’’ Deceased was born on 
January 24, 1820, at Lima, Livingston County, New 
York; became a teacher in a district school at the 
age of 16, graduated at the University of Vermont, 
and while studying law in New York city, taught 
the classics in a female seminary, and contributed 
to the newspapers.

enlarged and published as the “ Life, Public Ser- | 
vices, and State Papers of Abraham Lincoln.” In 

1866, he was a delegate to the National Convention, | 
held at Philadelphia, for the purpose of reuniting | 
the political parties of the North and the South. | 
Mr. Raymond was a gentleman of amiable and| 
agreeable manners, and was an active, intelligent, | 
and accomplished journalist. While firmly and 
conscientiously advocating his professed political 
faith, he invariably observed the utmost decorum 
in expressing his opinions, and always endeavored 
to refute his opponents by argument, and not by 
the use of violent and opprobrious language. Mr. 
Raymond’s death occurred very suddenly, after his 
return from the “ Times” office, when he was seized 
with apoplexy, and expired in three hours.

seller,’’ is attracting considerable-attention. He 
has givena text which he considers genuine. Com- 
paring all the oldest versions, he rejects that which 
is undoubtedly spurious, and points out portions 
which are doubtful. The Dean has a high reputa- 
tion as a scholar, while of his orthodoxy no one 
has ever ventured to doubt. The volume will 
therefore have great weight with biblical students. 


In Dean Alford’s new New Testament, just pub- 
lished in London, the well-known passage, Acts 
xxvi. 28—“ Almost thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian,’’ is rendered, “Then Agrippa said unto 
Paul, Lightly thou art persuading thyself that thou 
canst make me a Christian.”—In a London paper 
is this advertisement: “‘To the possessors of Dean 
Alford’s revised version of the New Testament. 
You are requested to supply an unfortunate omis- 
sion in the printing, by inserting at 2 Cor. xii. 18, 
after ‘of you?’ the words ‘walked we not in the 
same spirit?’

Ir is stated that Mr. P. T. Barnum is writing his 
autobiography, which will be published in the 
autumn. If so, it will probably be a continuation 
of the book which he published early in 1855, re- 
lating his adventures, and dedicated to “the Uni- 
versal Yankee Nation’’—an amusing work in which 
the history and mystery of Joice Heth (“* Washing- 
ton’s nurse?”’), the Fejee Mermaid, the Woolly 
Horse, the first exhibition of “General Tom Thumb” 
in Europe, the Jenny Lind tour through the United 
States, and other ingenious modes of raising the 
wind were related in a very hearty manner: the 
Jenny Lind episode being, of itself, a curious chap- 
ter in theatrical speculation. So much was antici- 
pated from this autobiography that J..S. Redfield, 
of New York, its publisher, went to the expense of 
having it translated into and printed in German, 
but lost considerably thereby. Some months later, 
Mr. Barnum failed for a large amount, having be- 
come involved in the losses of a clock manufactory 
in New England. He pulled through all his diffi- 
culties, and, having been obliged to sell his mu- 
seum in 1855 (the lease of the building being his 
wife’s property, she investing its proceeds in disem- 
barrassing him), finally repurchased the concern, 
and came into possession, a freed man, in March, 
1860. He retained it, for several years, in con- 
stantly increasing prosperity, until it was destroyed 
by fire, and the “ New York Herald” building was 
subsequently erected on its site. The museum was 
removed “up town,” and, soon after, Mr. Barnum 
finally sold the whole of his interest in it. Mr. 
Barnum, born on July 5th, 1810, has not yet com- 
pleted his 59th year, and is as active in mind and 
body as he ever was.

Books oF TRAVEL.— Travel and Adventure in the 
Territory of Alaska, formerly Russian America, and 
in Other Parts of the North Pacific,’ lately published 
by Harper & Brothers, is an interesting and valu- 
able publication. The author, Frederick Whym- 
per, an English artist, spent about a year in that 
territory to good advantage. His book abounds in 
attractive descriptions of the country and people, 
and contains a considerable amount of matter of 
scientific value. Since the acquisition of Alaska 
by the United States, everything concerning its 
agricultural and other resources, the customs and 
habits of its people, the character of its soil, its 
climate, ete., possesses interest ; and the volume of 
Mr. Whymper is a positive accession to our know- 
ledge of the new territory. 


Tue “ Radical’’ for July contains an article from 
the pen of Mr. J. Stahl Patterson entitled “ The 
Paradox of Spiritualism,” in which the writer shows 
that without absolutely denying the intercourse 
which mediums are supposed to have with the world 
of spirits, the evidence in its favor is not suffi- 
ciently strong, in his opinion, to warrant entire be- 
lief.

To accompany the French edition of Doré’s illus- 
trations of Tennyson’s ‘“Idylls of the King.’’ M. 
Francisque Michel has made a French translation 
of that poem, which he is now printing. The Lon- 
don “ Atheneum” says: “M. Michel has also in 
the press a volume of the ‘Chanson de Roland,’ 
and other songs relating to Charlemagne. Among 
the many publications which the same accomplished 
editor contemplates is one that will amuse both 
French and English linguists, namely, a volume of 
short poems of the thirteenth century, written in 
France in Anglo-French, the ‘Frenssh after the 
scole of Stratford atte Bow’ of the period, in 
mockery of the English rulers in France.”

BOOK NOTICES. 


LAW. | 

United States Digest ; containing a Digest of Decisions 
of the Courts of Common Law, Equity and Ad- 
miralty, in the United States and in England. 
By Henry W. Frost. Vol. xx., Annual Digest 
for 1866. pp. xl., 669. Boston: Little, Brown 
& Co. 

The rapid multiplication and great cost of the 
State, the Federal, and of special Reports, render 
it impossible for a practicing lawyer to purchase 
and keep up with them all. Hence the well-known 
Annual Digests of Little, Brown & Co., have taken 
their place, except in occasional instances. In case- 
hunting, these digests are indispensable. Although, | 
properly speaking, they are only an index to the 
Reports themselves, they are valuable even to those 
who possess them because rendering their multifari- 
ous conients readily accessible. The American prac- 
titioner will not overlook the fact that the English 
cases, as well as those of his own country are here 
embodied. In the present Digest, that for 1866, 
two volumes of Federal Reports, thirty-eight of 
State Reports, and sixteen of English Reports are 
embodied, making fifty-six volumes in all. 

Reports of Cases Arqued and Determined in the 
Court of Appeals of Maryland. By J. Shaft 
Stockett, State Reporter. Vol. xxviii. pp. x.,! 
708. Baltimore: John Murphy & Co. 

This volume of the Maryland Reports contains 
the cases in October Term, 1867, and April Term, 
1868. It is the first volume of cases determined 
by the court, as reorganized under the Constitution 
of 1857. Mr. Stockett reports his cases very fully. 
The facts, the points, and the arguments of counsel 
are stated at considerable length, perhaps at too 
great length. It is an error, however, on the right 
side, for it is far better to overstate than to un-| 
derstate a case, though of course it is preferable, 
to avoid both superfluity and deficiency, and hit, 
if possible, the golden mean. All the minuter 
details of reporting seem to be carefully attended | 
to. The date of the decision is given, and the 
syllabus is preceded by catch-words which state 
the general subject of the case. There is also a 
memorandum of the cases which are marked by the 
court, “not to be reported,’’ and the index is very | 
full, extending through more than fifty pages. The | 
mechanical execution of the volume is admirable 
and highly creditable to Messrs. Murphy & Co., the 
publishers. 

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

Wandering Recollections of a Somewhat Busy Life ; 
an Autobiography. By John Neal. pp. viii., 
431. Boston: Roberts Brothers. 

There is much here which is merely good-natured | 
garrulity and of importance only tothe complacent | 
subject of the autobiography. Taken altogether, 
however, the volume is interesting, and will serve 


as an excellent stimulant to energetic and indus-, 


trious youth. Mr. Neal contributes something to 

the knowledge of our literature in the earlier part 

of the century, and his reminiscences of his resi- 
dence in England, furnish notices of a number of 
important literary characters, especially of Jeremy 

Bentham. We have been reaily gratified by the 

chapters we have read. Mr. Neal writes with a 

trenchant pen, and as he sketches the successive 

steps of his career and its various incidents, the 
reader cannot help finding himself in hearty accord 
with the genial author. 

History of European Morals from Augustus to Charle- 
magne. By William Edward Hartpole Lecky, 
M. A. 2-vols. pp. xviii., 498; x., 423. New 
York: D. Appleton & Co. 

First of all, we must express our hearty com- 
mendation of the tasteful manner in which the 
Messrs. Appleton have issued these volumes. It is 
a pleasure to read a book printed with such large 
clear type on such fine paper and on so broad and 
fair a page. The work itself is one which will 
doubtless be widely read, and it is somewhat re- 
markable that we have not had heretofore any 
similar work. Even now there is room for a 
treatise of much more comprehensive character 
which shall present a universal history of morals, 
without restriction to country or age. Perhaps at 
present the best view of the ante-Christian, and the 
Asiatic as well as the Greek and Roman depart- 
ments of the subject is to be found in Dr. Dil- 
linger’s “Gentile and the Jew,’? a work of very 
extensive research and erudition, by a learned 
Roman Catholic Professor in the University of 
Munich. Mr. Lecky is not a writer of the highest 
order of mind, nor is his reading on the subject of 
which he treats wider or more diversified than it 
ought to be, but his style is smooth and agreeable, 
and he has used the materials presented by the 
more obvious sources of information, if he has not 
explored those of a more recondite character. He 
divides his entire work into five chapters. In the 
first he discusses what he calls “the natural his- 
tory” of morals, and reviews in over a hundred and 
fifty pages the different theories of morals, express- 
ing himself strongly against the utilitarian school. 
The second chapter treats of the morality of the 
Pagan Empire, in different aspects. The Conver- 
sion of Rome is the subject of the third chapter. 
The fourth, continues the historical narrative from 
Constantine to Charlemagne, in which asceticism, 
monachism, and the church-influence, and their 
relations with each other, and bearings on fliffer- 
ent classes of society, are discussed, together with 
many collateral inquiries. In the concluding 
chapter, the position of woman is investigated am 
its different modifications, from classical times 
down to the period at which the work closes. In 
a foot-note in this chapter, vol. ii. p. 347, Mr. LeckJ, 
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in treating of the celibacy of the clergy, says, 
“This subject has recently been treated with very 
great learning and with admirable impartiality by 
an American author, Mr. Henry C. Lea, in his /is- 
tory of Sacerdotal Celibacy (Philadelphia, 1867), 
which is certainly one of the most valuable works 
that America has produced. Since the great history 
of Dean Milman I know no work in English which 


has thrown more light on the moral condition of | 


the middle ages, and none which is more fitted to 
dispel the gross delusions concerning that period 
which Positive writers, and writers of a certain 
ecclesiastical school have conspired to sustain.” 
This commendation of our townsman is the more 
gratifying inasmuch as it comes from one who, as a 
fellow laborer in the same department, is thus 
enabled specially and thoroughly to test the merit 
of the researches of his predecessor.

Puplisher’s Preface. 


It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
jncrease of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with *he 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been perfo. ed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Dante A. Gieason, Esq. The more useful part of 2. 
ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
in the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making us 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargement of the bulk of the volumes. 

The publisher cannot hope that in so extensive a labor there have been no mistakes, either of 
omission or commission. He can only claim that he has spared neither time, labor, nor expense iD 
the endeavor to make the book thoroughly accurate and complete; and he submits the present edition 
of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary to the profession and the general public, trusting that the work may be 
found even more valuable in the future than it has been in the past.
